I drop in at the le 
gation, and we smoke a few cigars, 
drink some wine and tell a few of 
the latest stories. The relations be 
tween the U. S. and my native Spain 
are so friendly that we poor diplo- 
matics are going to seed. Do not 
make a mistake, my friends. You 
think it is an easy life.

wrong. Nothing is more wearisome 
than idleness forced on you by the 
circumstances of the case. We are 
invited out to receptions? Oh, yes; 
but soon that loses its charms. Ev- 
ery month I receive a handsome re- 
mittance from my family, over and 
above my salary with the legation, 
but I am tired of spending it in the 
old ways. 1 have exhausted tho op- 
portunities for pleasure, and some- 
times I feel as if I could envy tho 
common mechanic who has regular 
hours for his work"

inaugurated in the south, in the cul- 
ture of tea, have, in some degree at 
least, proven a success. Informa- 
tion received here from the experi- 
mental farm near Georgetown, S. C., 
shows that the experiments there 
have been eminently successful, and 
that the possibility of the successful 
growing and curing of tea in the 
south need scarcely be considered an 
experiment 
The tea crop on this 


farm has recently been gathered and 
cured after the approved Chinese 
and Japanese fashion, and the result 
is a tea in every way meeting the re- 
qniremente of public tastes and hab- 
its, and in appearance, quality and 
flavor, ranking higher than the aver- 
age tea imported to this country from 
China, Japan and India. 
From a 


gentleman who visited Georgetown 
to witness and assist in the harvest- 
ing and curing of the tea crop at the 
Forster farm, near that place, I 
gather the following details of that 
interesting event: Of the many per- 
sona in the south to whom tea plants 
have been distributed by Commis- 
sioner LeDue, none had cared for 
them more intelligently than Mrs. 
Forster, the owner of the farm in 
question. She had the young plants 
carefully and intelligently cultivated 
and cared for, and the time for gath • 
ering found them in excellent condi- 
tion except that the unusually cool 
weather had caused some of the 'ow 
leaves of the plants to become too 
tough. On the day fixed for the har- 
vesting and curing of the experi- 
mental crop the weather was bad for 
out door curing, and it became nec- 
essary to cure the tea, after it had 
been gathered, by artificial heat in- 
stead of the rays of the sun, yet even 
this did not prevent a gratifying suc- 
cess. The work was performed un- 
der the direction of a gentleman from 
Baltimore, who has taken much in- 
terest in tea culture, and has given 
much time and attention to the meth-

Terra alba will 
produce one of the worst forms of 
dyspepsia. 
No punishment is too 


severe -fjpr the practice of this class 
of fratids; and it is to be hoped that 
the day is not far distant when it cnn 
be reached and severely handled, and 
the whole process of the preparation 
of food products for sale placed un- 
der the surveillance of honest and 
capable servants of the law. This 
preparation is a necessity, since many 
manufacturers blindly follow a pre- 
vailing custom in the preparation of 
their products, and do not know the 
dangerous character of the adulterat- 
ing ingredients they use.

ods of cultivating and curing tea in 
the countries where it is grown. The 
tea, after being gathered, was ''wilt- 
ed" in an oven, and then placed on 
a pine table and rolled with the hand 
into rolls similar to those seen in 
"Young Hyson" and "Gunpowder," 
and the plainer but more wholesome 
"uncolored Japan." The process of 
rolling was found to be remarkably 
easy, and one which could readily be 
performed by machinery. Then part 
of the tea thus prepared was made 
up into large loaves and left to 
"sweat" according to the system by 
which the "English breakfast" tea is 
prepared. The remainder was then 
put through the "firing" process, the 
most delicate and difficult part of the 
work of curing after the tea is grown. 
This process, whichp's similar in man- 
ner and effect to the roasting of cof- 
fee, 
was successfully accomplished, 


and the result was a fine, crisp, fresh 
and finely flavored tea, better in 
quality than the average tea import- 
ed into this country. After the balls 
or loaves of tea which had been set 
aside to sweat in order to make the

broken open, and the tea in them, 
which had attained a very satisfac- 
tory color and condition, was also 
"fired'1 with remaikable success, and 
the tea was pronounced equal to the 
other varieties made. The experi- 
ment is a wonderful success. AVhoth- 
er the growing of tea in this country 
will, under the very low prices which 
competition in Japan, India and 
China, has produced, become at pres- 
ent a profitable industry, it is diffi 
cul to say.

Morning* 


Soon after three o'clock this (Saturday) 


morning a frightful collision between Pe- 
oria, Decatur & Evansville and Illinois 
Central freight trains, resulting in the 
terrible death of an engineer, took place a 
few car lengths north of the switch at the 
junction ot the Illinois Midland and Cen- 
tral roads, about hah" a mile south of the 
Illinois Central bridge. It appears that 
the Illinois Central freight No. 8, coming 
from the south had reached the junc- 
tion ahead of time and had run a tew 
car lengths* past the switch. The en- 
gineer in charge had endeavored to 
stop' his train, but 
he was going 


down grade and the brakes tailed to 
work properly. Statements made are 
to the effect that this Central freight was 
47 minutes ahead ot time, and that the 
engineer in charge was trying to back up 
the train south of the switch, but as the 
rails were damp and the brakes were still 
down, the locomotive was powerless to 
push the cars backward. The train was 


this dangerous position when the 


Peoria, Decatur & Evansville freight 
train, with Conductor R. K. Kesteven in 
charge, and W. R. Dawson, engineer, 
came thundering over tue bridge going 
southward toward the junction at the rate 
of about 12 miles per hour. The trains

light (which means "all right") and on 
seeing it the engineer whistles "off brakes" 
and goes ahead rapidly in order to make 
the grade and go safely around the curve 
without having to stop. Dawson looked 
out of his cab window after his whistle 
had been blown, and supposing that he 
saw the white light, which may have been 
the head light of the Central engine, he 
whistled "off brakes" and went ahead. 
His train had left the Union depot on 
time, at 2:40 a. m., and would have arrived 
at the junction about a minute late. He 
thought everything was clear, and did not 
discover the obstruction until within a 
few car lengths of the Central engine, 
which was there in an apparently station- 
ary position. 


THE COLLISION 


was inevitable and the engineer and fire- 
men ot the Central and P., D. & E. loco- 
motives jumped off. At first Dawson 
started to jump off, and had reached the 
step of his engine, but then he recollected 
that he had not reversed his engine and ho 
went back into the cab to perform this 
work, in the hope that tho accident 
might be averted. This was a fatal move 
for poor Dawson, for ho had no sooner 
taken hold of the throttle than the fright- 
ful collision took place, the P., D. £ E. 
engine being partially telescoped and 
both being almost totally demolished by 
the terrible crash. Dawson stood erect 
in his cab, and when the shock came the 
tender of the engine was thrown against 
him, fastening his body tightly between it 
and the heated boiler head. The car 
behind the tender was filled with white 
shelled corn and the south end of it was 
broken open and the tender forced part 
of the way into it 
It was 


A LIVING DEATH 


for Dawson. He was free from his hips 
up, but the lower part of his body was 
not only fastened in a vise-like grip, but it 
was pressed against the roasting hot 


on oath do find that he came to his death 
by being crushed in a collision between > 
Train No. 8 of the Illinois Central Bail- 
road and Train No. 27 of the Peoria, De- 
catnr & EvansvflleSBailroad, at or near 
the junction of said roads, south of De- 
catur, in the county of Maconand state 
of Illinois, and that the cause of said 
collision was largely due to the fact that 
the Illinois Central train was running in 
advance of their time under orders of 
their train master, received at Pans, and 
that the Illinois Central train men did 
not use due caution in approaching the 
junction where the accident occurred, 
knowing that the P, D. & E. train had 
the right to the track and was on time. 


The leg of the deceased, which could 


not be found at the time the body was 
removed, was discovered this forenoon 
and taken to the undertaking establish- 
ment This afternoon the body was sent 
to Urban a for burial. 


THE WRECK 


was cleared away during the forenoon, 
and trains are making regular trips as 
usual. 


The occurrence of this morning will 


teach all train men a wholesome lesson. 
They should profit by it. 


Death of Casa Wheeler. 


Lost evening at St. Mary's hospital in 


this city, another member of the Wheeler 
family paid the debt of nature. The de- 
ceased, Cass Wheeler, whose age was 34 
years, was a son of "Uncle Billy'1 Wheeler, 
one of the pioneer citizens of Decatur, 
and a sheriff of this county for many 
years. Cass was next to the youngest of 
a family ot ten children, all of whom 
are now dead except two. The deceased, 
last winter a year ago, while in the em- 
ploy of a telegraph company, fell from a 
pole at South Bend, Ind,, and received 
injuries which necessitated the amputa- 
tion of one of his legs below the knee. 
Since that deplorable mishap Cass has 
been in bad health. He died of quick 
consumption. 


Lewis Cass Wheeler wns the full name 


of the deceased. He was born in Deca- 
tnr on April 8,1848, and was therefore in 
the 35th year of his age. The remaining 
child of ex-Sheriff Wheeler is Mrs. Mary 
Insco, who resides in California. The 
mother and all the children died of 
consumption, except Andrew, who was 
killed in an accident in 18C7. 


Frank Foster Acquitted.

Wliite with intent to kill, terminated in 
Justice Curtis' court last evening, after a 
protracted and tedious hearing. The 
physicians who made a post mortem ex-

boiler head. One leg wns literally torn 
from the trunk of the body and the en- 
trails protruded from the break thus 
made. The other leg and the lower part 
of the body was slowly roasted. In this 
agonizing position, while the sufferer 
called again and again for somebody to 
kill him, Dawson remained for nearly 
four hours before he could bo released, 
though every possible effort was made to 
remove the broken grain car aud the 
tender. 


The P., D. & E. surgeons, Drs. W. J. 


and Cass Chenoweth, were summoned to 
the scene, and with the aid of a switch 
engine, Dawson, who was almost dead 
from loss of blood, was rescued, and care- 
fully borne to a caboose in which he was 
placed and conveyed to a side-track near 
Mills & Harry's lumber yard. The poor 
man realized that he could not live, and 
he died at 7:40 o'clock. He retained his 
consciousness up to the last moment, but 
was in such great pain and so weak that 
it was with great difficulty that he could 
speak. He could tell nothing ot the ac- 
cident, except as above related. 


W. R. Dawson was one of the best en- 


gineers on the road, and was universally 
liked by his associates and acquaintances. 
He was about 35 years of age, and leaves 
a widow and one child, who reside at Ur- 
bana, III. 


THE INQUEST. 


Coroner Dinnecn was notified of the 


accident and he summoned tho following 
named gentlemen to investigate the case: 
W. W. Swearingen, foreman; William 
Dodson, James Keyes, Moses Stafford, 
Will L. Ferguson and E. S. MeCarty. 
These jurymen viewed the body.in the ca- 
boose, and a number of railroad men were 
summoned to testify. 


The witnesses examined were G. W. 


Crowden, engineer of the Illinois Central 
locomotive, who testified that he was run- 
ning ahead of time on orders received at 
Pana. He was ordered to ran fast until 
he reached Clinton. Got his orders from 
the Central tram-master.

was yet at Decatnr. Dawson did not call 
tor brakes until my brakeman had flagged 
him, and then he did so, but it was then 
too close to do any good. Seeing that a 
collision was inevitable, 1 reversed my 
engine and then stepped off, and the next 
instant the trains struck, the P., O. & E. 
going at a rate of about 25 or 30 miles an 
hour, as near as I could judge. 


A. W. Dnnsmore, conductor of the Illi- 


nois Central train, testified that he was 
running the train on orders received at 
Pana. George Dewey, the Central brake- 
man, corroborated the testimony of Crow- 
den. The testimony of Clement Rich- 
ardson, the P., D. & E. brakeman, sub- 
stantiated that of Conductor Kesteven, of 
the P., D. & E. train, whose statement is 
given in the above account of the acci- 
dent 


In brief the testimony adduced the fact 


that the Central train, from negligence or 
accidental cause, was wrongfully on the 
P, D. & E. train's time and right-of-way.

A POLICY FORGER. 


Arrest of a Well-Known Insurance 


Agent on a Serious Charge. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., May 5.—F. H. Web- 


er, formerly of Jacksonville, who was for 
some time special agent of the Continen- 
tal Life Insurance company of Hartford, 
is under arrest at Atchison, Kansas, 
charged with forgery. It is alleged that 
he issued a fraudulent policy on the life 
of George J. Barrett, a resident of Spring- 
field. The Springfield policy-holder, it 
appears, had given Weber two notes to 
cover his premium of $27. One of these 
notes had been presented and paid, but 
the other did not come in on time, as the 
policj-holder mistakingly thought, aud 
his suspicions were aroused to such a 
pitch that he forwarded the policy to the 
company's home office, and was fully in- 
formed that it was a fergery. Further 
investigation disclosed the fact that Win. 
Bischoff, another policy-holder here, had 
been similarly taken in. A clause had 
been cut out of the genuine form of poli- 
cy, a specially attractive one inserted in 
its place, and the fraudulent form takeu 
to a well-known printing establishment 
here, where fifty copies of it were ordered 
worked oil', and received and paid for by 
Weber. The evidence also shows that 
200 of these policies, with the name of the 
Mutual Benefit Life at Newark, N. J., 
substituted for that of the Continental of 
Hartford, were ordered by and delivered 
to the same person. What he did with 
these 250 policies has not as yet been as- 
certained, but there will probably be sev- 
eral counties to bear from as soon as the 
story of Weber's handiwork is generally 
known. The forgery of the Continental 
officer's name was well calculated to de- 
ceive the unwary. The signature of the 
president, 3. A. Parsons, was affixed with 
a rubber stamp, but had a stiff, regular, 
rather awkward look, as compared with 
the genuine. That of the secretary, Rob- 
ert E. Beecher, was evidently written by 
a nervous hand, which tried hard to dis- 
guise its nervousness by proceeding slow- 
ly and with great care. Weber's identity 
in the transaction was completely estab- 
lished by the descriptions which the two 
Springfield policy-holders gave of him, 
and by his indorsement on two of the 
premium notes they had given him, and 
which had gone through tho banks.

MiaaWillard wnaboru at Churchville, 


near Rochester, N. ¥,, in 1839, and is con- 
sequently 42 yean old; but her appear 
ance shows but little of the wear and tear 
of an enormous amount of public work. 
She has had numerous proposals of mar- 
riage, but is too mncn devoted to her 
chosen labors to harbor romantic ideas. 
Her parents removed to Oberlin, Ohio, 
when she was bat 3 years old, and 5 years 
later came to'Wisconsin and settled on a 
farm near Janesville. When a child her 
natural elocutionary gifts were conspicu- 
ous, and she was fond of declaiming stir- 
ring poems to her associates. Her father 
afterward removed to Evanston, 111., anil 
there in 1839 Miss Willarcl, then in hei 
20th year, graduated with honors from 
Jones' Seminary for Ladies. The suc- 
ceeding ten years of her life were passed 
as preceptress in several well-known fe- 
male colleges, and in the interim her 
fame began to develop through the medi- 
um of magazine articles from her pen 
After some time passed in European 
travel, she almost by accident came into 
note as a public speaker, when at a mis- 
sionary meeting at Chicago in 1870, she 
gave an account of her travels, particu 
larly in Palestine. This led to requests 
to lecture all over the northwest. In 1871 
she was chosen President of the Women's 
College at Evanston, and afterwards ac 
cepted a professorship in the Northwest- 
ern University until June, 1874, when slu 
terminated her career as an educator anc 
has since thrown all her energy into tli 
Women's Temperance work. She is now 
serving her third term as President o 
the National Women's Christian Temper 
>ance Union, and has visited nearly ever\ 
state in the Union, speaking in the prin 
cipol cities.
